Slightly over 100 servants are now 
striking at the British Legation, in- 
cluding some secretaries as well as 
domestic servants. 

‘Students are picketing the North’ 
and West gates to prevent the| 
servants’ ingress and are also in-| 
timidating the families of servants 
living at the Legation with the! 
ebject of compelling the latter to 
quit. 

‘The strike was evidently planned! 
Jong ago. A considerable sum has| 
been collected for it and all the| 
strikers have been paid a month’s| 
wages by the students. 

‘The Waichiaopa hitherto appear 
to have done very little to end the 
strike, but the Legation is hopeful] 
‘of an early settlement. Hitherto| 
there has been no sign of the strike 
spreading to employees of other 
British subjects in Peking. 

It is understood that a meeting of| 
students this afternoon decided to|

THE ANTI-FOREIGN 
GOVERNMENT 

Aug, It. 
It is to be hoped that foreign 
newspaper correspondents in the 
jeapital have made their readers 
Jat Home fully acquainted with 
the facts of the strike, organized 
by students, in the British Lega- 
tion in Peking. For a more dis 
graceful episode in the history 
lof a country which professes to 
be civilized and claims equality 
with other Powers, it would be 
difficult to conceive. The strike 
has now continued for a whole 
‘week. Sixty servants walked out 
last Friday and, we are told, 
Jwere immediately housed at the 
National University and given 
reward for their “patriotism.” 
ly enough, the members 
fof the Legation could not im- 
agine that even the Waichiaopu 
would permit such an insult to 
ithe universally respected prit 
ciple of the sanctity of amt 
sadors and, we are told, were 
optimistic of early action. It 
will be remembered that on 
‘August 4, 1914, some windows

OF BOXERISM 


The Shansi' Massacres: Service 
of Commemoration by Pro- 
testant Missions 





Frost Ou Own CORRESPONDENT. 
‘Taiku, Shansi, Aug. 4. 

‘The Protestant Missions in Shansi 
have been observing the 25th 
anniversary of the Boxer Massacres. 
In Taiku, where the observance of 
the anniversary has for some years 
been followed annually, the special 
meeting was held on ‘the date of] 
the massacre according to the for- 
jeign calendar, which was July Bist. 
‘This year the speakers included a. 
number of Chinese Christians who 
‘were in the company of the martyrs 
Jalmost up until the moment of their! 
death. 

‘The. chief celebrations of this 
anniversary were, however, held in 
Taiyuanfu. There the dates in the: 
lunar calendar were followed. In 
1900 the principal massacre of] 
missionaries took place on the sixth|

Manchuria Looking Forward to 
Good Harvest: A Heat Spell: 
Delights of Summer 








From 4 Consesronent. 
Harbin, Aug. 4. 

This part of the country has 
been indulging in a heat "wave 
during the past two weeks, temper- 
tures of 9 and 06 in the shade 
being registered in Harbin, an 
funusvally high mark for this region. 
‘The nights have also been par- 
ticularly bad, quite reminiscent of 
some of the’ real sultry sort. pro- 
vided by Hankow and  Shangh: 
‘The spell was broken two or three 
days ago with a little rain and now, 
while it is still hot, itis a dry and 
comfortable heat, while the nights 
hhave once again returned to. the 
‘normal invigorating coolness typical 
‘of the hours of darkness in this 
northern climate. The River Sun- 
gari has been the Mecca of most of 
the foreign population during its 
Teisure hours on these warm day: 
while the. week-ends have seen the 
iver’ banks crowded with bathers, 
‘and every available row-boat and 
motor-boat has been doing a roar- 
ing business. ‘The Russian popul 
tion of tia own (probably about 
50,000) practically live on (and in 
ithe Sungari on Sundays during the 
summer and the popular bathing| 
each on the opposite side of the 
river to Harbin presents quite a 
Brighton - on - August - Bank- 
Holiday appearance, with the ex- 
Jception that the mixed—sometimes 
very mixed—bathing here might not 
meet with the approval of the: 
Brighton Town Councillers, 

‘Weather conditions, in relation 
to the all-important bean crop, this 
year have heen quite fair. Rain 
Garing June was. insufficient but 
fortunately fell in ood quantities 
in early July, thus ensuring the| 
prosperity of North Manchuria for 
another year. The cultivated area 
this year is around 20 per cent. in 
‘excess of that of 1924 and as reports 
indicate a harvest almost, if. not 
‘quite as good, as last year’s the 
coming autumn and winter should 
Prove a record period for these 
provinces. 


Harvest Outlook Summarized 

The C. E, Rly. Economic Bureau 
have. just issued their usual mid- 
summer report, which may be taken! 
as conservative, on crop conditions, 
following being a translation  of| 
rame:— 

The Economic Bureau received 
replies from various points in North! 
Manchuria to their query sent as 
usual and containing a series of 
‘questions with regard to harvest, 

The number of queries sent this 
year was about 800, the number of 
replies about 900, ‘which is q: 
sufficient to give a’ clear idea of 
condition of harvest. 

On the basis of these replies the| 
Economic Bureau compiled a report, 
the conclusions cy which are quite 
satisfactory. 

The harvest of 1925 on the whole 
may be defined as being above the: 
werage and slightly lower 
that of last year. 

As regards the Railway in its 
capacity of a transportation concern, 
cstimating the harvest as a certain 
‘quantity of new freight to be 
transported, the present harvest 
is less favourable than last year" 
as the best harvest this year is 
found in southern parts of the 
‘country, therefore it will be trans- 
Ported over shorter distances, 

Nevertheless, the unfavourable 
side of the proposition is compensat- 
[ed by a general increase in the total 
cultivated area especially in Anda, 
‘Tsitsibar east line regions, where the 
activity of Hunghytzes “has been 
prevented, as well as by the fact 
‘that in many places beans have been 
Planted instead of wheat, and beans 
yield the grentest quantity of 
freight.

HOW PLAGUES ARISE 


Peking, Aug. 7. 

Results of the analysis of the 
water supply of the Capital made 
by Dr. Fan Chih of the Central 
Plague Prevention Bureau point to 
the existence-of an unsatisfactory if 
‘not dangerous condition. 

‘The report explains that the main 
plant of the Peking Water Work: 
focated on the bank of the Sun 
River to the east of Peking. There 
the Company has three settling 
ponds with a total capacity of 760,- 
000 gallons and ten filtering 
ponds each with a capacity of 
836,000 gallons. The water is pump- 
‘ed from the Sun River into the set 
fling ponds, where it is allowed to 
stand some time before going into 
the filtering pond. From there it is 
foreed under high pressure to the 
diferent branch plants for datibo- 

"The chief main is thirty li long, 
‘and is built entirely of bricks, At 
the branch plant outside the Tung 
Chih Men gate there are 
several pure water reservoirs 
witha total capacity of 
1,700,000 gallons. At that, 
plant is also the water tower with 
8 capacity of 150,000 gallons which 
being one hundred feet high exerts 
a pressure of 70 pounds. 

To begin with, the source of the 
water is impure, declares Dr. Fan, 
fund due to lack of provision, the 
settling ponds might be said to be 
useless, Beside filtering. 
beds are of an old type and work 
very slowly. ‘They have long been 
left unrepaired and are, therefore, 
more of less inoperative. 4 Furthe 
the length of the supply main hus a 
great deal to do with the impurity 
fof the water, even if the water were 
perfectly Altered by the previous 
process. 































No Scientific Examination 


While most people direct their 
‘attention to the mere looks of the 
‘water, the thing which actually doex 
‘the harm to them is the contentn 
‘of the water, such as bacteria 
other forms of microbes, expl 
‘the report. These microbe 









re 
‘often responsible for the various 


forms of plagues, and they can only 
be detected by microscopic examina 
tion made under scientific condi 
tions. Provision for the latter, it ia 

tonishing to note, the Water Com: 
pany utterly lacks. 


‘The report asserts that examina- 
tion shows the water supplied by 
the Peking Water Company to con 
tain 600 microbes to every 15 drops. 
‘The chemical examination of water 
which is $0 necessary in keeping it 
free from poisonous substances, is 
‘carried out by the Company scarce: 
ly more than once a year. 

As a result of the findings, Dr. 
Fan, coneludes that the water sup- 
plied by the Peking Water Company 
is highly dangerous and the Com- 
pany deserves the criticism of the 
residents of the Capital.

BRIDGE PROBLEMS 
OF TIENTSIN 
New Structure over Haiho: How 
to Meet Flood Levels and 
‘Traffic Requirements

Bridge are held by persons familiar 
with the situation not to be insur- 
mountable and that their solbtion 
‘will be a question of time after the 
Teturn of M. Pincione and Mr. 
Hussey Freke during the next few 
months. 

‘Despite the denial of the acting 
Secretary of the Haiho Conser> 
vaney Board, there does exist a 
difficult problem with regard to the 
road level of the new bridge. That 
it will be solved does not in any way 
alter the fact that it exists, 

‘The difficulty appears to be in the 

interpretation, or application of the 
figures stipulated in the specifica- 
tions. These figures required that 
the road level of the bridge be not 
more than 24 feet Taku Datum and 
that there must be a space of 3 feet 
between the underside of the bridge 
and the maximom thigh water mark, 

Since the maximum high water 
mark is about 16 feet Taku Datum, 
the engineers had to construct the 
bridge so that its framework from 
the level of its roadway would be 
within, or not more than a depth of 
5 feet,’ (16 plas 3 plus 6 equalling 
24 feet T. D.) 

Tt is sald that, when the 
maximum of 24 feet T. D. was 
stipulated, there existed no clear 
idea of what actual form the bridge 
would take, that is to say, whether 
the bridge would be 24 feet T. D. in 
tthe centre with a slight slope to the 
ends, or whether it would be per- 
feetly flat, Had the suppliers 
given a bridge with a slight curve, 
they would not have been able to 
elevate the centre more than 24 
feet T. D. and the resulting slope 
to the ends oF approaches might 
have been enough to require but a 
foot or two elevation of the bund 

4 
a matter of fact a rise of two feet 
‘was expected to become necessary 
just as it exists at the present 
International Bridge. 

‘However, the suppliers in France 
decided upon a flat bridge and 
naturally constructed their bridge 
to conform to the maximum of 24 
feet T. D. and the 8 feet clearance 
fof the maximum high water mark 
of 16 feet T. D. This means that 
the bridge as it is at present being 
‘constructed will have the entire 
Tength of its roadway at the 
maximum height of 24 feet T. D. 
This will, naturally, require the 
roadway at each of the approaches 
te be raised to that height with « 
long ramp lending down the Rue de 
France ut one end and at the new 
roadway on the ex-Russian Concea+ 
sion side. 

‘To lower the road level of the 
bridge is not considered to be a 
difficult matter, although it will re- 
‘quire, so it is stated, some structural 
iterations inthe framework, 
which, to put it simply, will have to 
be squeezed into a space smaller 
than the originally planned 5 feet, 
in order to maintain the samo 
clearance of 3 feet above the 
‘maximum high water mark, 

Tt is reported that the builders 
Jare prepared to make the changes, 
but that the present acting staff of 
‘the Hatho Conservancy Board does 
not with to take the responsibility 
for authorizing any alterations in 
so important # matter. 

‘Thus the matter is left pending 
the return of the Engineers of the 
‘Haiho Conservancy Board, who will 
take the matter up with the authori 
ties concerned and bring about a 
solution satisfactory to all parties.

Boldened by ‘this success they prow 
ceeded to board the San Peh Co.

took all that could be found. After 
breaking a few panes of glass they 
left, and yeent on board the next 
‘raft lying at the wharf. This was 
a chicken boat and yielded Mitle, 
so they turned their attention to the 
boarding-houses in the vieinity to 
see what could be obtained from 
them. The police then interfeted, 
‘ard dealing with the mob by means 
‘of clubbed rifle and sticks persuad- 
‘ed it to disperse, 

At the same time as these events 
were taking place on the Shanghai

INCREASING: CRIMES 
OF VIOLENCE 


‘Cynically Brutal Methods of. the 
Strike Leaders to Carry on 
‘Their Campaign 


KIDNAPPING TO RAISE 
STRIKE FUNDS 


Evidence has accumulated during 
the past few weeks that a disti 
inerease in the number of crimes 
of violence noted in Shanghai and 
neighbourhood is not only a conse- 
quence of the strike but a direct 
result of the policy of those leading 
ig. What is worse, it shows that 
those at the head of affairs are 
guilty of an utterly callous and 
criminal disregard of the safety of 
thelr own fellow countrymen, and 
jin fact are using such means on 
them with the object of squeezing 
money for the purpose of carrying 
fon the anti-foreign campaign. ‘The 
amount of hardship thus being im- 
posed on the peaceful section of the 
Chinese community it is diffeult to 
‘estimate. 
Enormous Ransoms 

‘Two cases from the French Con- 
cession are well worth quoting in 
this connexion, The first, already 
reported in our columns, is that of 
Mr. Teng, formerly Military Judge 
at Lunghua, an able official whose 
duty it was to sentence to death 
many malefactors sent from the 
‘Mixed Court and elsewhere to him. 
Since the inauguration of the Feng- 
tien régime he had retired from his 
Tosition and had been resident in 
the French Concession, and while 
here his 24-year old son was kid- 
rapped. Mr. Teng subsequently re- 
ceived a letter from the kidnappers 
giving the total of men executed by. 
his orders, fixing a sum as the 
price of cach head, and. brin 
the amount to $1,000,000. This 
total they put as the price of 
son's release, but as it is far beyond 
the means of Mr. Teng, his son still 
remains in eaptivity. 

‘The other case which we will 
quote to show the desperate means 
employed is that of two brothers, 
merchants in the French Conces- 
jon. One was kidnapped, and a 
ransom was thereupon demanded of 
the other in the sum of $200,000. 
He was unable to raise anything 
like this amount, and the next thing 
that happened was that he wa 
murdered by having hs throat cut 

rhe whereabouts of the kidnapped 
Urother are still unknown, 

Revolution Days Recalled 

Such incidents as these—and the 
number of them have been many, 
far above the average of normal 
time—have given the authorities 
much food for thought. It is ob- 
vious that this is not the ordinary 
kidnapping game which the or- 
ganized gangs usually play, for 
the risks that are being taken in 
carrying off people of wealth and 
influence are much beyond those 
usually adopted. The conclusion 
hhas been forced, upon a section of 
the authorities ‘at least, that such 
daring and brutality are inspired 
by the men at the head of the 
present organization. It may be 
Tecalled that several weeks ago a 
report was received that smugglers, 
gun-ronners and kidnappers had 
‘offered their services to the trouble- 

wakers, and it would appear that 
they have been folly availed of. 

Tt should be pointed out that this, 
is nothing new in the history of 
local politics. Tt was either in 1911 
or 1913, both years of political 
trouble, that 2 wealthy compradore 
was kidnapped from the Settlement, 
with the object of squeezing party 
funds out of him—not that he had 
anything to do with politics but 
hat the revolutionary party needed 

money. That was an outstand. 
ing ease in those days, but now, 
apparently, it has become the rule] 
‘and not the exception. The similar- 
ity of method, however, is appar- 
ent. 

‘One important point that has 
been elucidated is that the kidnap- 
pers now at work are better armed 
‘than are those working in ordi 
times. Many are said to have 
‘Mauser pistols, and make no bones 
about using them.

Wharf Thieves Exploit: Bont-

‘sion of unequal treaiies and the 
rendition of the Mixed Court would 
not come for the next 500 year 
ith regard to the first item, it 
would appear that the real aim 
Chinese representation 
rule of this International Settle- 
ment. A few Chinese representa. 
tives would be weleomed for a 
While, and then an agitation would 

inaugurated to obtain the 
“majority” representation” — men- 
tioned in the letter. If conceded, | 
the benefits of a Foreign Settlement 
Would be effectually swept away. 
This should be a practical argument 
‘ugainst conceding any kind of direct 
representation on the Council to the 
Chinese. 

With regard to the second item, 
oes not this confirm your view that 
the Nanking Road ‘incident and 
other issues should be kept quite 
istinet, else if any concession is 
made with regard to treaties, ete., 
the Chinese will consider the 
Powers have been intimidated into 
making it. Tam afraid, in any 
cease, the Chinese think they have 
‘got off” a good bluff, but any 
encouragement to this view should 
be seotehed. Issues other than the 
Nanking Road one should be post 
Poned till the country is quite 
Uranquil, and a good Government 
installed at Poking. It is a pity 
there is any inquiry about the Nan- 
king Road incident at all. If the 
Foreign Diplomats at Peking had 
known their job, the whole position 
would have been reversed, and an 
exhaustive inquiry held "into the 
outrageous conduct of the bol- 
shevised schoolboys instead, 

Thave noticed, with consternation, 
that British women have lately’ 
visited Chinese stores, to run the 
gauntlet of incivility and insults in 
order (possibly) to'save a few cents 
on their purchases. Don't you think 
it would be more commendable and 
patriotic if British women at the 
resent time purchased their re- 
jquirements at the foreign stores 
whenever possible?

‘be asking it to do something beyond 
its power. 

‘Neither does he suggest help from 
others. In the case of nations this 
is not to be ignored, ‘And the pro- 
phets of Israel constantly taught, 
‘that other nations can be used by 
God as His instruments, either of 
discipline or deliverance. Babylon, 
Assyria and Egypt are so regarded, 
In our own day it is less than ever! 
possible for nations to live in isola- 
tion from each other. For good oF
